CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 





I raised the question, Is capital punishment barbar- 
ous or biblical? 

Another quotes the interrogation, and affirms that it 
is the former—that is, that it is not biblical, but bar- 
barous. On this line about all of his remarks were 
made. In his second article he essentially changes his 
course and says, “I believe in Moses, but I 
deny the perpetuity and binding obligation of the penal 
code then approved.” 

If it happen that the penal code is in the Bible, is 
the code biblical? 

Weare getting along finely. This drops barbarous 
out of the question, for it is to be presumed that we 
agree that what is biblical and has “thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, Put every man his sword by his 
side and slay every man his brother,” ete. 
(Ex. 32: 27), for their obstinate idolatry is not—rather. 
was not—‘‘then”’ barbarous, but eminently divine. He 
gives the Old Testament to me—rather, we hold it in 
common and harmonize to its close. 

“But the gospel of Christ has superseded the bloody 
code and shows us a better way.’ So did Moses show 
the people a better way than to be in danger of swords 
and “‘stones’ —‘‘Keep my statutes and live.” 

Indeed, and what civil penalties has the gospel put 
in place for the murderer? It, “horrible”: thought, 
hands him over to “everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels.”’ But this does not appear to be 
so terrible as stones. ‘‘No murderer hath eternal life.” 
If stoning is so barbarous, is everlasting fire less so? 
Where is any penal code found in the gospel? So far 
as penalties in this life, the gospel has no prisons, or 
police, or stakes and chains. While the gospel shows 
a more excellent way, it puts no civil restraints on 
those who willfully go in the bad way. Hence we 
must fall back on some civil restraint over the vile. 
Shall it be the wisdom of Solon, the laws of Lycurgus, 
or Moses? God was not with the former, but emi- 
nently with Moses. And as the gospel is silent, and 
Moses was God’s plenipotentiary, and we must fix on 
some plan, why not continue “the bloody code?” It 
worked well in Israel—works well among the Jews 
now. If the penalties are forbidden, the inculcation 
of those laws works well. When was a Jew convicted 
of murder? In what prison are Jewish felons? Where 
are Jewish harlots? In what place are not Gentile 
harlots? 
Gentile murderers jostle in our streets? 
trast? 
children are taught diligegtly. We, Gentiles, preach 
love and good will and omit the weightier matters of 
warning against crime. We can be valiant against 
whisky, but who warns his children against “her who 
decketh her house in tapestry?” 

It is contended that Christ repealed or annulled the 
Mosaic penal code.

sword many years before Jesus was born. COzsar took 
capital punishment out of Jewish hands; and, had 
Jesus ordered her to be stoned, he would have been 
justly criminal before the royal tribune. But he had 
an excellent opportunity to have said, “Stone her! no, 
no; stoning is barbarous,” but not a word against the 
bloody code. Let those who say Jesus annulled the 
penal code give us their proof. 

But Jesus annulled the religious code of Jewish or- 
dinances. From that day to now a lamb and a dog are 
the same for sacrifice. 

As Jesus never disapproved of Moses’ civil code, nor 
repealed it, so far as divine evidence is in place, the 
spirit of that law still lives. 

Paul’s sword shows that he did not hold the idea that 
“evil-doers” should go unpunighed, and if need be the 
sword should be used. Moses and Jesus were face to 
face on the mount, hand in hand at the altar, and side 
by side in the song of the redeemed. What God hath 
joined let no man put asunder. 

It is not necessary for me to give any reason why 
murder alone should be capital, as the question does 
not require it—one class of crime is sufficient for the 
present. 

But would it not seem to us barbarous, if not shock- 
ing, to witness its execution on a stubborn, or rebel- 
lious, or drunken son, ete. ? 

The question is not how it would seem to us, but is it 
biblical—any worse now than “then?” 

Moses, because of the hardness of your hearts, suf- 
fered you to put away your wives; but from the begin- 
ning it was not so. 

The point is, as men harden they want more license. 
And may not this generation be troubled with hardness 
of heart that gets so horrified over severe penalties for 
so trivial an offense as blaspheming the name of the 
Lord God of Israel—a mere slip of a thoughtless 
tongue? Suppose if an angel should blaspheme the 
God of heaven the other angels would care? 

Hardness of heart makes light of sin—cries out 
against severe penalties. The guilty apologize for their 
crimes as if they were mere trifles, and denounce the 
law when they “feel the halter draw.” 

Many seem to regard it to be their Christian duty to 
apologize for criminals, and, if possible, find some door 
for their escape; and if they favor punishment they 
would hurt very softly. 
are hard that explain away crime and heal the hurt 
slightly? The great effort of our courts, backed too 
much by public opinion, seems to be how not to con- 
vict, even in cases where there are “two or three wit- 
nesses.” 





It may yet appear that Moses’ law has more divine | 


tenderness than those have who war against severe pen- 
alties in notorious cases. 

In conclusion, I say no more till I see something 
new. Moses, Jehovah, and Jesus are an indivisible 
unit, so far as we know, in favor of capital punishment 
in certain cases. 

Our feelings and God’s will may be as far apart as 
the poles. Only while we see light in God’s light are 
we sure our light is worth the name.

The year 1804 developed events of the utmost import- 
|auce tothe Christians. Stone had become thoroughly 
convinced of the fundamental errors involved in Cal- 
|vinism. The reformation in which he had taken such 
|an active part inspired him with a holy zeal and cour- 
,age.which enabled him to preach free salvation to a 
_perishing world on the conditions of the gospel of the 
Son of God. 

| At one bound he leaped over the Confession of Faith, 
‘as formulated by the Presbyterian Church, and planted 
his feet on a foundation rooted and grounded in the word 
o! God. Four other men drank in this spirit of free- 
dom about the same time. Their names were Richard 
McNemar, a man of learning, a forcible speaker, but 
,erratic in disposition; John Thomson, of extensive 
| reputation as a pulpit orator; John Dunlavy, a prudent, 
| sincere man, but of limited ability; Robert Marshall, 
a profound and learned man, greatly esteemed in the 
| Presbyterian Church. 

| Those men, joined to Stone in purpose and faith, 
‘formed a combination that was formidable. They were 
all Presbyterian ministers, whose separation from that

world and sent his Son to die for the sins of the world 
and that all might come unto asaving knowledge of the 
truth through faith in our Lord Jesus Christ, and 4) 
who heartily repented of their sins and believed the 
testimony of the word, might find salvation in the recon. 
ciling blood of the Redeemer. They urged that it was 
vain for the sinner to expect the quickening of the spirit 
while he remained an unbeliever, but by repentance to. 
ward God and faith in Christ as the Savior of the world 
the sinner might obtain the quickening of the Holy 
Spirit and salvation from sin now—doctrifie in direct 
conflict with the Confession of Faith and the tenets of 
Calvinism. 

“When we began first to preach these things,” says 
| Elder Stone, “the people appeared as just awakened 
|from the sleep of ages—they seemed to see for the 
first time that they were responsible beings, and that 
a refusal to use the means appointed was a damning 
sin. 

Never before had free salvation to all men, through 
Jesus Christ, been preached to the people of the West 
| with such boldness. No wonder that ‘‘the sticklers for 
| orthodoxy writhed under these doctrines.” They saw 
| plainly that a new and better era had dawned upon the 
people through the teaching of those men, and that 
| formulated creeds and the isms of men were in danger. 
The Confession of Faith fell into disrepute among the 
peuple everywhere, the Bible being substituted in the 
daily worship of the multitudes who assemble for 
prayer and praise to God for his goodness to the chil- 
dren of men. 

The spirit of the reformation of that day deepened 
just in proportion as the truth gained freedom among 
the people, until finally the entire West, then inhabited, 
became one vast religious camping ground. From the 
| mountain range of Tennessee to the head waters of the 
Scioto River, and from the Scioto to the Wabash, the 
people were of one accord, a fervent zeal actuating all. 
| Such was the power of truth in those days when taught 
by men deeply imbued with the spirit of the blessed 
Master. The gospel made them free, and they were 
| free indeed, through the spirit of adoption whereby they 
cried, as with one voice, “Abba, Father.” 

This was the brightest era in the religious history of 
‘the great West. Would to God that the same spirit at- 


| tained among the people to-day; and but for sectarian- 


|ism and the power of creeds over men, which were 
| brought to bear in an evil hour to the detriment of the 
cause of Christ, the great West to-day would be the 
favored field in which gospel liberty would flourish un- 
restrained. 

Unfortunately the champions of the reformation of 
1803-4 were poor, as were also the great majority of its 
adherents, and consequently they were not able to push 
the cause with that vigor and efficacy that the friends 
of sectarianism were wont to and did do. But how 
the heart is made to rejoice when we consider that the 
cause of the reformation was in the hands of true men 
who had the courage to go forth and preach the gospel 
to the pioneers without money and without price. 
Surely God was withthem. Surely they were sustained 
by that power divine which sustained martyrs in the 
midst of flames. The arm of flesh was too weak to 
sustain them in passing through such ordeals as they 
were called upon to endure. With what hope, with 
what confidence, with what abiding faith those men of 
God could sing— 

“When through fiery trial thy pathway shall lie, 

My grace all-sufficient shall be thy supply, 

The flames shall not hurt thee, I only design 

Thy dross to consume and thy gold to refine.” 








Stone endured the bitterest persecution without mur- 
muring. Though reviled, yet he reviled not again, but 
pressed steadily on in, the cause of truth. Though 
poverty and want were his constant companions, yet he 
preached Christ with a cheerfulness that evidenced the 
fact that his heart was in the work, and that he was 
seeking a city whose builder and maker is God. 

A peculiar incident in the ministerial career of Elder 
Stone shall close this article. From the beginning of 
the reformation at Cane Ridge he had been constantly 
engaged in preaching, singing, and praying with those 
seeking salvation. He labored day and night, a greater 
part of the time in the open air, for the churches could 
not hold the multitudes which came together to hear 
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the word. Finally he contracted a violent cold which 
superinduced inflammation of the lungs. Soon after 
this hemorrhage of the lungs set in. His.life hung in 
the balance for a long time. He was compelled, for 
several months, to give up preaching altogether, but a 
greater part of the time was able to be about. One 
night he attended a meeting in Paris, Ky. The power 
of God was made manifest among the people. Stonefelta 
strong desire to pray, which had a wonderful effect upon 
the people. He seemed to pray with an unction from 
on high. .Scores sought the pardon of their sins in 
earnest prayer. Forgetting his weakness, he pushed 
through the throng from one to another in distress 
pointing them to the Lamb of God that taketh away 
the sins of the world. In this work he continued for 
several hours which brought on a violent sweat. The 
services ended, he retired toa house hard by the church, 
went to bed, slept soundly, and the next morning he 
arose “relieved from the disease which had baffled 
medicine and threatened his life.”” Elder Stone says, 
“That night’s sweat was my cure by the grace of God.”

At the Spruce Street Church last evening (July 31st) 
William H. Hainer was ordained and installed as pas- 
tor in the presence of an audience which crowded the 
church. An anthem by the chorus choir was followed 
by invocation by Rev. E. A. Hainer, brother of the 
candidate, and Scripture reading by Rev. B. S. Batch- 
elor. 

Rev. Martyn Summerbell, of Fall River, preached 
from I. Cor. 2: 16: “‘For who hath known the mind of 
the Lord that he may instruct him? But we have the 
mind of Christ.” 

The speaker discussed the responsibility of the Chris- 
tian minister. Moral purity has a drawing toward pur- 
ity, and is suspicious of contamination. So with the 
minister in contact with sin. He feels an instinctive 
revulsion, and with such attainments comes the under- 
standing of God. The minister should not under- 
estimate his influence. ‘T'o preach is a special respons- 
ibility, and the world is watching. A turn to the right 
or left has its influence. This great gift of the mind of 
Christ is not for personal gratification, but that it may 
be given greater currency. Christ suffered at Geth- 
sem.ne and on the cross, but there was joy in looking for- 
ward to the results of it all. Where the wicked rejoice 
in wickedness the good rejoicein doinggood. What joy 
when we find souls blossoming towards truth and his Sav- 
ior! Isit not agoodand blessed work to teach the sweet 
blessings of confidence and love? 

The candidate for ordination was presented by Rev. 
I. H. Coe. Mr. Coe said it was with a great degree of 
pleasure that he presented the youngest member of the 
clergy, who feeling he had been called of God, accepted 
a call to the Spruce Street Church, and after having la- 
bored a short time had been invited to tarry, and now 
he stands approved, and it was with a great degree of 
pleasure, the speaker said, that he was present to wel- 
come him to thecityandchurch. Taking his downward 
stepsin life he rejoiced with one who was taking his first 
steps. Hethen presented him for ordination by prayer 
and the laying on of hands. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. J. B. Weston, president 
of the Christian Biblical Institute of Stanfordville, 
New York. 

Rev. Prof. A. H. Morrill, of the institute, delivered 
the charge. It had been his pleasant duty, he said, on 
three similar occasions, to consecrate to the work of the 
gospel ministry three brothers in flesh of the candidate. 
He charged him to preach the word; that while some 
might choose for him to preach philosophy or science or 
even art, he warned him to swerve not but to preach 
the word of God in all fidelity and truthfulness.

Avoid fool- 
ish questions and unprofitable discussions. Avoid sen- 
sationalism. It may be something of a temptation, but 


rather seek to preach in soberness and sobriety. Preach 
the plain word which tends to lift man up and make | 


him better and nobler in every walk. You are not to 
rebuke the sinner so much as the sin itself. 
while you detest their ways, you love their souls. No 
man in all the world should be so fully in earnest as the 
gospel minister. 

I charge you to be the pastor of your flock. Be of 
them and with them and let them feel you are their 
best friend. Let the oldest who waits on your ministry 
feel he is at the greatest liberty to come to you with his 
troubles, and with the youth, as buoyant as yourself, let 
them feel in you a brother who will love them and teach 
them to be better men and women. Sopreachand min- 
ister to your flock that you shall lead them in green pas- 
tures and in the better walks of life. Lead them, go- 
ing before themin the pathsof truth and righteousness; 
ask them to follow you as you follow Christ. Be pru- 
dent and economical; and finally I charge you, be an 
example to your flock. In the words of Paul, “Let no 
man despise thy youth; but: be thou an example of the 
believers, in word, in conversation, in charity, in spirit, 
in faith, in purity.” 

The right hand of fellowship was extended by Rev. 
K. A. Hainer. I came, he said, as one having exper- 
ienced something of the toil of the ministry, to wel- 
come you into all the Jabors and joys of the Christian 
ministry. It isa work not of ease. Seek naught but 
labor; and in that.labor joy. Look ever to be led and 
guided by the spirit of the living God, and then your 
labors will be pure and well developed. We do not 
welcome you to anything but labor, but with sympathy 
and prayer weshall stand with you to help you, and when 
this earthly bond is broken to meet you in the sweet 
home of the other world. 

The charge to the church was given by Rev. S. Wright 
Butler. Four years ago to-day, he said, I was gather- 
ing water lilies on the blue bosom of the St. Lawrence. 
But no water lilies have been gathered at my house to- 
day. Four years ago to-night, in my room at the hotel 
amid the Thousand Islands, I heard the gurgle of the 
river. To-night I expect to hear the gurgle of the lit- 
tle baby’s meal.

You can make him think his task is one of 
toil and work, or you can make him rejoice all the way. 
It is for you to form this young man’s opinion of life. 
If you make his life hard and barren here, you’ll have 
to account for it. If you want to get work out of the 
young man, show him howitisdone. If ministers 
were angels it would be a different thing, but they’re 
not. 

If my congregation feels indifferent and careless and 
has no snap, I'll begin to think they’re about half 
asleep; there’s no need to wake them up, and we’ll ali 
take anap together. You go ahead of him if you ean. 
Let the young man be something between a dude and a 
recluse. Make him feel the living impulses of the 
present, and feel that there’s a business side to this 
church. Don’t let him know that the finances come 
grudgingly. This young man’s clothes fit him very 
nicely. Don’t go about looking up a vest for him. Be 
square and pay him all you can, and let him buy his 
own clothes. Don’t ignore his efforts. Don’t let him 
preach and say nothing about his sermons. Don’t be- 
tray him with a Judas kiss, but if you can find any- 
thing encouraging to say, grab on to it. Don’t advise 
him too much. 

I had a magnificent domestic, but, poor girl, she is 
trying to serve four masters, and if she doesnt 
get over it she won’t amount to much in a little 


while. Let your pastor alone. He can not serve 
two masters. Let him learn by failures and profit by 
experience. Let him paddle his own canoe and he may 


develop into a better man, even, than you take him to 
be. Don’t compel him to go about making calls like 
the water-registrar or tax-gatherer. If that won’t put 
out the light’ of a man’s intellectuality nothing will. 
Let the man have a chance to enjoy life and books and 
widen in thought by considering the lilies as well as

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literature. Don’t be anxious about immediate results. 
If he can get the ear of the young and the attention of 
the middle-aged he is doing good, and in good season 
will reap if he faints not.

FRAGMENT THOUGHTS—N2o. 1. 


To almost every man the question comes, “How shall 
[ spend the future?” It is notan idle one, but involves 
the destinies of two lives—the present and the future. 
In this age of speculation there is much doubt concern- 
ing a divine revelation to man. The extraordinary de- 
velopments of science have shaken the faith of some 
and confirmed the doubtsof skeptical minds. But men 
of science are called upon to revise their creeds, and 
the progress of spiritual power calls them to come over 
and embrace the supernatural. They have done an ex- 
cellent work in demolishing many of the idols which we 
blindly and ignorantly worshiped. “By their opposition 
to present theology they will give us a truer and more 
rational basis of faith—none the less faith because found- 
ed on intelligent conviction.” 

There is much said in this day about matter and 
spirit. Many contending for a line of demarkation be- 
tween the two, while conspicuous among those who do 
not accept the demarkation theory is Herbert Spencer. 
His own words are, ‘““There is no line of demarkation 
between the physical and spiritual spheres; that all 
talk of such line is vague and illusory.” St. Paul’s 
words are, “The natural man receiveth not the things 
of the spirit of God, for they are foolishness unto him; 
neither can he know them, for they are spiritually dis- 
cerned.” 

While [ am making quotations I will cite the opin- 
ion of Richard Baxter: “Irresistible, undeniable facts 
demonstrate that man is not a den in which two na- 
tures are chained together perpetually opposed to each 
other, but one being—that soul and body are one and 
indivisible.” 

It will not do to blink at this and look as knowing as 
an owl. Too many clergymen put their fingers in their 
ears and haste away from the conflict. Others stand 
with their hands behind them and stick out their 
tongues as wise men go by. ‘The refusal to counte- 
nance science under the pretense of shielding religion is 
mere child’s play. We arehereand fora purpose. No 
vague, indefinite life can satisfy us. The whole of all 
things here and hereafter is life. The power that moves 
the world is force. And while I recognize this fact I 
can not believe that force is a visible, tangible sub- 
stance any more than I can believe that sight or sound 
isa visible, tangible substance unless the theory of 
Wilford Hall be correct—that sound gives out rays of 
substance. Some good thoughts may be gleaned from 
the writings of so mad a philosopher as Hall, as War- 
ren Hathaway’s pamphlet on “Theistic Evolution” tes- 
tifies. 

When the mechanic wishes to get force out of any of 
the elements of nature he obstructs or removes some 
element essential to such arrangement, constructs his 
machine and makes it perform the end sought. But 
can he lessen force or make one element of matter less? 
When the obstruction is removed the elements re- 
unite again as before. 

Energy can not be increased nor diminished. It is 
as full and complete to-day as when “God said let there be 
light.” Energy exists apart from force; itis, in fact, the 
result of force. Every motion is the result of an im- 
pelling force. The existence that built the world is an 
intelligent existence, transmuting force and life to all 
things. I behold in it a love for the beautiful, the 
true, and the good. I see this love unfolded in the de- 
lightful shades and hues of the flower and plant; in 
the glory of an uutumn sunset and the beauty of the 
autumn leaves. 

How that existence revels in beauty; how magnifi- 
cent the landscape; how impressive the sculpturing of 
the rocks; how monumental the mountains; how phos- 
phorescent the sea and “‘sea-girt isles!” To this exist- 
ence I uncover my head and worship—I eall it God— 
the God who gave us a revelation of himself in Jesus 
Christ.

EXTERMINATE IT? 

In penning some thoughts upon the curse of alco- 
holism I shall go into no detailed account of the ter- 
rible evils and horrible crimes attendant upon the rum 
traffic to prove that a vigorous and interminable war 
of extermination should be waged against it. Were 
we both blind and deat we could almost realize this, 
especially if our olfactory organs were in their normal 
condition. The nauseous, sickening, and unwholesome 
effluvia and noxious miasma that arises from those sinks 
of iniquity called saloons (their more appropriate name, 
or at least that of their owners and keepers, would be 
saloonatics), where this liquid fire of damnation is dealt 
out, were enough to prove this. 

During the war of the rebellion I was one day riding 
in a railroad coach, on the Pan-handle Railroad, in 
Champaign County, Ohio, and upon the engine whis- 
tling for a station the brakeman halloed, “St. Paris.”

THE CATSKILLS AS RECRUITING GROUND. 

It is a great boon to the toilers in New York, Brook- 
lyn, Jersey City, and Hoboken—now numbering two 
millions—that they can have quick and easy access to 
the health-giving properties of the Catskill Mountains. 
Many thousands every summer are availing themselves 
of the opportunity. Nearly every farm-house and vil- 
lage residence is occupied with summer boarders. A 
ride in almost any direction through that extensive 
range of mountain and valley opens up to the lover of 
nature scenes both grand and beautiful. 

Having a desire to feast my eyes on some of this nat- 
ural scenery, I spent four days right in the heart of the 
southern portion of the mountains, at the farm-house 
of John H. Roraback. He has a delightful homestead, 
at an elevation of three thousand feet above tide-water, 
while back of his house, two miles distant, there is 
Mount Oly, eight hundred and eighty feet above him. 
Desiring to enjoy the view from this high ground, a 
party from our temporary home climbed to the top, and 
not content with that, we availed ourselves of an im- 
provised ladder to climb a tree, where the prospect was 
decidedly better. From that point we could “view the 
landscape o’er.”” In the distance we could plainly sce 
the Kanterskill Hotel and the Berkshire hills in Mas- 
sachusetts. The next day I had a ride to Prattsville. 
This thriving village is in a beautiful valley, well filled 
with summer visitors. Zadock Pratt, its founder, in 
his lifetime was a noted character. He possessed ex- 
tensive tanneries, and a bank of which he was presi- 
dent. He has sought to perpetuate his memory by 
placing his bust, cutin marble, on a high ledge of rocks 
which overlooks the main road, and underneath, in 
large, white letters, the traveler reads, ‘“‘Zadock Pratt.” 
A pretty waterfall two miles beyond the village com- 
pleted our afternoon ride. 

There is much more good, tillable land in the mount- 
ains than I had any idea of till I made the visit in 
July. Mountain air and good, wholesome food has a 
surprising effect to recruit tired denizens of city life. 
I found even in four days a decided gain in weight. 

In the northern part of this interesting mountain 
district we have several Christian churches, such as 
Freehold and South Westerlo. Our brethren and 
friends in that region ought to let our readers know 
what an inviting country they have to attract summer 
tourists, J, E, Bruss,

THE FALL OF MAN. 





The phrase which heads this article does not occur 
in the Scriptures, nor is the thought which it is 
intended to express contained in any equivalent terms 
employed by the sacred writers. The doctrine, which 
has held a prominent place in the theology of the 
church since the time of Augustine, is a deduction 


|from inferences supposed to be supported by certain 


passages of scripture. It is not claimed that the doe- 


'trine was developed in the teachings of Jesus. It is 


well known that he did not mention the name of either 
Adam or Eve, and it is admitted that the doctrine of 
the fa// is found in none of his “sayings,” in none of 
his parables, in none of his answers to those who 
asked for the way to life. It is not found in any of the 
discourses recorded in the Acts of the Apostles; at 
least its advocates have never cited these scriptures in 
support of the dogma. The narrative in Gen. 1: 27 
and the letters of Paul are almost the exclusive reli- 
ance of those who have labored to maintain the theory. 

It is very certain that the doctrine was not fully de- 
veloped in the church until the time of Augustine. 
Calvin advanced but little that was original with him- 


iself. His writings are devoted chiefly to an elabora- 


tion and vindication of the doctrines of Augustine. 
Since the time of Calvin the doctrine has undergone 
many revisions and frequent and, it may be said, 
raideal modifications, all of which, however, retain 
some of the elements of the Augustinian system. At 
present it is not an easy task to state just what is the 


| “evangelical” (?) doctrine of the fall ot man. The form 


of expression appears to be used by many persons who 
would find much trouble in an attempt to give any in- 
telligent meaning to their own words! There is, doubt- 
less, much parroting of words by men who are not will- 
ing to accept the ideas which were intended to be con- 
veyed by those who first gave form to the statement of 
the doctrine. This habit has been indulged to so great 


an extent that the man who says that he believes in the - 


fall of man is not understood by intelligent men to 
have said anything in particular until he has explained 
what he means by the words he has used. 

When Calvin speaks of the fall of man he is under- 
stood to say that “the sin of Adam involved himself and 
all his posterity in the guilt of his transgression—that 
God treated the human race as a unit, and Adam as the 
tederal head, so that when he fell and became guilty, 
all men fell in him and became guilty, and were justly 
condemned to death, spiritual, temporal, and eternal. 
Adam was created in the imago of God—in the moral

So far as we are informed, Adam failed on his first 
trial. He fell before his first temptation. He sinned 
at his first opportunity. Ifany member of his family 
has shown greater frailty the instance is not recorded. If 
it was the chief object of the mission of Christ to the 
earth to counteract the sin of Adam, is it nota little 
singular that he wholly neglected to make even a re- 
mote reference to that fact? Would any respectable 
orthodox preacher of our day commit so great an over- 
sight? Jesus, doubtless, looked upon sin as the act of 
the individual, and to the subject his 
efforts to save men were addressed.

doctrine of “redemption through Christ,” has been 
much modified by theologians of the last fifty years. | 
There is one thing that may be said for the doctrines of 
Calvin—however repugnant they may be to the teach- | 
ing of scripture, and however revolting to our highest | 
conceptions of the character of (rod, they are consist- 
ent with themselves—his argument is germane to his | 
premises, and his conclusions are the legitimate out- | 
come of his reasoning. He is entitled also to be cred- 
ited with a perfect willingness to abide by and accept 
all the logical consequences of his own theories. His 
God is a monster, of course, and his salvation is a legal 
fiction, arbitrarily applied, but it is the logical outcome 
of his beginning, and without questioning the correct 
ness of his premises, he bows to the result. 

It may be said of the speculations of more recent 
writers on the question of the fall, that they are less 
revolting than those of Calvin; but, as they start out 
from the same premises, their more agreeable conclu- | 
sions are reached at the expense of their consistency. 
All undertake to maintain the theory of the represen- 
tative character of the sin of Adam. They insist that 
the result of his sin was the loss of the image of God, 
and that all his posterity suffered the same loss in him. 
They do not stop to inquire how that theory may be 
found to agree with Gen. 9: 6, where the reason for the

1834--GOLDEN WEDDING—1884. 


Mr. Edwin Merchant and Miss Celestia Rising were 
married in Winfield, N. Y., July 24, 1834. In 1841 they 
removed to Thurston, N. Y., and pitched their tent in 
this then a wilderness land. Mr. Merchant was an act- 
ive, energetic man; he bought a tract of land and went 
to work in earnest. 

Soon after their arrival here there was a revival of re- 
ligion. They both made the goodly profession, and that 
before many witnesses. They both joined the Chris- 
tian Church, and he was ‘diate as one of the deacons 
and has acted in that capacity until the present time. 
In a few years a church edifice was built; Deacon Mer- 
chant was one of the chief movers ) and actors in this 
werk, 

The Lord seemed to bless the first sermon preached 
in the new church, which was followed with an exten- 
sive revival of religion, ‘“‘and the wilderness budded and 
blossomed as the rose.’? The deacon and his wife have 
ever been active members of the church. As the lit- 
tle village was nicely prospering it was named Mer- 
chantville. 

On July 24, 1884, about:three hundred and fifty rela- 
tives and friends met at their commodious dwelling to 
celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of Deacon Edwin and 
Celestia Merchant. It wasadecided success. The day 
was fine, but rather warm, especially in crowded rooms. 
The house was well filled, but there was plenty of room 
outside for those who could not get in. 

Directly in front of the bay-window was an evergreen 
arch, and on top of the arch hung a bell with an angel 
in it (artificial) to represent the swiftness of time from 
the cradle to the grave. On either side of the bell was 

an inscription—one 1834, the other, 1884. The Deacon 
and his wife were seated beneath the bell; opposite of 
them, on the other side of the room, was the organ; 
in front of the organ was the musician, the reader, and 
thesingers. Between them and the speaker hung-an 
elegant gold-plated hanging lamp and silver-plated card- 
basket presented by the older citizens of Merchantville. 
The speaker stood before the aged couple, between them 
and the | amp. 

Mr. S. A. Whitcomb acted as president of the occa- 
sion: the music, reading, andsinging was by Miss Nettie 
Voce, of Merchantville, and Miss Celia Carpenter, of 

Avon, N. Y¥.; prayer, address, and the general presen- 
tation of gifts by the writer. 

The exercises commenced by singing “Auld Lang- 


Syne.” After prayer, reading, and singing “Rock of 
Ages,” then the address, followed by the general pre- 


sentation of presents. After the general presentation 
of presents Mr. O. F. Corwin, on behalf of the younger 
citizensof Merchantville, presented the Deacon a gold- 
headed cane with his initials marked thereon, accom- 
panied with feeling remarks that moved many to tears. 
Then stepped in the president of the day with his old 
hickory cane and matured speech, which added much 
interest to the exercises of the day. He did nut pre- 
sent it so much for its intrinsic value as‘for the regard 
he had for the Deacon for always being a hickory man. 
The Deacon arose ard responded with feeling and cor- 
rect remarks, expressing his thanks and gratitude for 
what he saw, for what he felt, and for what he had re- 
ceived ou this occasion. He said it was one of the hap- 
piest days of his life. 

The workers and the friends then repaired from labor 
to refreshments, and were served with all the good 
things they could desire in the line of eatables. After 
refreshments, Rev. Samuel Sanford, of Dundee, N. Y., 
rave a short address,and closed by many singing “In the 
sweet by and by.” 

Thus passed away one of the pleasantest and most en- 
joyable days ever spent in Merchantville. It will long 
be remembered and looked back upon by many as one 
of the rich and green spots of earth.

GATES—At Walton, Delaware County, N. Y., May 22, 1884, in 
the 95th year of his age, Rev. Ezra Gates, resting upon the staf 
of Him who never deserts his followers, passed “through the 
valley and shadow of death,” fearing noevil. The Subject of 
this sketch was the last survivor of the nine children of the 
original family, one of whom was the. late Deacon Urbin L 
Gates, of blessed memory, who died many years since at Yel. 
low Springs, Ohio. Ezra Gates professed faith in Christ about 
75 years ago, and united with the Christian Church at Otego, 
Otsego County, N.Y. Afterwards, having changed his reg. 
idence toa place near Oneonta, he united with the Free-wj) 

3uptist Church, located at Oneonta Plains. Removing, per. 
haps 20 years since, to Delancy, Delaware County, he uniteq 
with the Chyistian Church there. Bro. Gates had never ep. 
joyed the advantages of a liberal education, but was a diligent 
reader, very thoughtful and far-seeing. There was no great 
interest connected either with his country or the cause of 
Christianity that he had not thoroughly examined. In com. 
ing to his conclusions with reference to these interests, he wag 
never biased by any consideration of policy, but was always 
influenced by principles alone. Not, “‘Where is the majority» 
but, “Where is the right?” was his inquiry; and when con. 
vinced of that, he was radical and as firm as the everlasting 
hills. Rarely does time in its onward march chronicle the 
death of a man whose life has covered so long and so eventful 
au period as was comprehended between the birth and death 
of this veteran of the cross. There were four great movements 
that had their origin, and one its completion, during his life, 
in all of which he was most heartily an actor: 

1. The anti-slavery movement. He lived in the town of 
Laurens for several years, when there was but one man in the 
entire town who voted anti-slavery—and he was that man, 
fle passed through all the phases of trial that came to the 
little handful of heroes who stood fearlessly and bravely with 
God and forhumanity. Arraying himself in the ranks of such 
inen as Gerrit Smith, Wendell Phillips, William Lloyd Garri- 
son, and others, he undauntedly encountered the fierce storm 
of hostility that mercilessly burst from all sides upon this little 
band of true reformers, and passed with them through those 
terrible periods of our nation’s history Known as the period of 
rotten-egg arguments, of mobs, of Knives, and of bullets; stood 
among the number of whoin it was said, and is said to-day, 
“They threw away their votes,” simply because they had the 
moral courage, in the face of fearful odds, to cast their votes 
on the side of right and principle. But they did not throw 
away their votes. A vote cast on the side of right and justice, 
whether in the majority or minority, as men define those 
terms, is never lost, but is recorded in the book of heaven, 
whence it can never be erased. And how wonderful that he 
who lived to see and share in the agitation of this great ques- 
tion should live to see it crushed out of existence, the shackles 
of four million slaves stricken off, and twenty years of unpar- 
alleled prosperity to his country after its foul stain had been 
wiped out; lived to receive the gratcful praise and voluntary 
acknowledgment of all classes and sections of the country for 
his true heroism! And who can doubt that he, together with 
those other valiant champions of th: rights of humanity, will 
one day receive the immortal laurels of heaven, so nobly 
earned by their distinguished devotion to the cause of human 
freedom. 

2. The temperance reform, He espoused the cause of tem- 
perance when it wasin its infancy. His voice, his prayers, his 
vote, and his means, all plead the principles of prohibition; 
and he lived, thank God, to see the glorious dawning of the 
morning which shall witness the final triumph of these prin- 
ciples; when from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and from the 
great lakes to the gulf, the sovereign people are crying out 
against this traffic which is blighting their homes and casting 
a pall over the whole nation. 

3. The missionary movement. He was but a boy when the 
first collection for foreign missions was taken; lived to advo- 
cate its cause when it had but few friends, and when D. D.’s 
were outspoken in their opposition to it, and gave largely of 
his means to carry forward the noble work. What a glorious 
result he lived to see—the Bible translated into nearly every 
living language, some whole nations born in his day, the light 
of the glorious gospel shining unto the millions in the dark 
places of the earth. 

4. The Christian movement. His whole life has been insep- 
arably connected with the history of the Christians. He was 
one of the pioneers in that movement which had for its object 
to unsect the sects, unite all God’s Israel into one fold, to dis- 
seminate throughout the world the grand, sublime principles 
of gospel liberty, and to lead the religious world back to the 
primitive teachings and practices of Christ and his apostles; 
and he lived to see this blessed spirit largely pervading all 
sects, to see old creeds revised and false dogmas rejected. What 
a wonderful period his life has covered, living over almost the 
entire era of free government, till the whole world is permeat- 
ed with its light and love, and earnestly praying and by every 
means seeking the highest national boon—the right of the 
people to choose their own rulers. 

His family consisted of ten children—seven daughters and 
three sons. One son and four daughters survive him. He died 
at the home of his daughter in Walton, and was buried in the 
beautiful valley of the Delaware. How truly it can be said of 
him, “He has fought the good fight, he has finished the course, 
he has kept the faith!” Full of years, having lived to a noble 
purpose, ripe and ready for the harvest, we laid him down to 
rest until Jesus shall come-to destroy the last enemy and crown 
with immortal life his loved ones. Sermon by the writer.

—Prohibition does prohibit, in some 
states at least. There was a prominent 
brewer of Emporia, Kansas, who, it is 
said, boldly announced his determination 
to keep on with his business, “law or no 
law.’”’ Sadly he looked out through the 
gratings of the jail where he found per- 
manent lodgment a few weeks later, and 
his only answer was an eloquent silence 
when a passing reporter stopped to pro- 
pound the question, ‘“ Does prohibition 
prohibit?” 

—Exactly what proportion of prison 
inmates are brought thither by drink it 
‘would be difficult to estimate, but it is 
undoubtedly very large. Mrs. Mary A. 
Livermore is reported as saying, after a 
recent visit to the Woman’s Prison at 
Sherburne, Massachusetts, that she saw 
hardly an inmate of the institution whose 
fall had not been caused by drink. And 
a Southern temperance paper, which gives 
9,947 as the number of prisoners confined 
in the county jails of Illinois, adds that 
8,000 of them came up from the saloons. 





—Permission has been granted to the 
New Hampshire State Temperance Union 
to deposit in the corner-stone of the new 
government building, soon to be erected 
at Concord, the signature of every child 
in New Hampshire who will consent to 
sign a temperance pledge. Blank pledges 
printed on the thinnest bank-note paper, 
that they may occupy as little space as 
possible, will be circulated through the 
236 towns and cities of the state, and 
having been returned to Concord, will 
finally be deposited as above mentioned. 
Each child whose signature is secured 
will be presented with a memorial card, 


ornamented with a small engraving of 


the building as it is to be. 


—There are those in every community 
who can get along with a dearth of bread 
easier than with a whisky famine. Says 
a Kansas paper whose sympathy with the 
temperance sentiment of the state in 
which it is published is by no means evi- 
dent: “He [Governor St. John, at the 
Woodstock Fourth of July celebration] 
claimed that Kansas is in favor of more 
bread and less whisky. We have not 
heard half so much complaint about 
short rations of bread as we have about 
short rations of whisky of late. : . It 
is gravely suspicioned that there are 
plenty of men hereabouts who would 
gladly embrace the first opportunity to 
trade off good bread for the most ordi- 
nary kind of corn whisky.’”’ That the 
opportunity is not given them to do so is 
to the credit of the Kansas temperance 
workers.
